ART 


The Art Department has developed an elective, spe- 
cialized program for second and third year students. 
This program allows for intensive work in the areas of 
Creative Crafts, such as textiles, enamels, jewelry, 
stained glass and book bindings; Graphics, such as 
etching, lithography, serigraphy, woodblock, and pho- 
tography; Painting, such as egg tempera, watercolor, 
collage, oil, and acrylic painting; Sculpture, using 
metal, wood, stone, and ceramic clay. Each course is 
eighteen weeks, thus allowing the students to develop 
two skills in one year. 

The senior year remains one of independent study, 
which encourages each student to prepare for his 
future goal in the fields of art. The four years are 
culminated by the one-man shows, which are the 
highlight of the Spring Art Festival. 

Students have taken painting and sketching trips to 
the Waterford Festival, Harper’s Ferry, and the Bay; 
and museum trips in Washington and New York City. 
The Art Department has had many opportunities to be 
active and involved in other areas of the life of Thom- 
as Jefferson High School, such as the Art and Foreign 
Language ‘‘Mardi Gras” parade and carnival, which, 
this year, included a Gala Ball, and decorating for the 
Homecoming dance. Mrs. Knapp’s students also 
worked in conjunction with the Drama Department 
and the Choral Department to produce scenery for 
the spring Musical. 

Art students continue to work with Mr Tenschert in 
decorating the Planetarium.

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THE COLONIAL BANDS 
There are three bands in the instrumental 
music department ranging from the 
Symphonic Wind Ensemble and Marching 
Band to the experimental jazz Lab Ensemble 
for musicians who wish to learn to play a vari- 
ety of instruments and learn to read music and 
composition. 
The Symphonic Band- A unit of 100 musicians 
who are accomplished on their particular 
instrument. The Symphonic Wind Ensemble, 
the show band of the high school, fulfills the 
responsibility of being the major unit of the 
Marching Colonials, participating in all home 
football games and one away game, as well as 
state competition, and this year, a national 
competition. During the concert season the 
Wind Ensemble performs three home concer- 
ts, one of which is the Colonial Music Festival. 
They perform in the VMEA Music Festival, and 
travel extensively around the Northeast in tour 
performances. 
The Little Concert Band- Made up of forty 
young musicians, its primary function is still as 
a “feeder’’ to the Symphonic band but with 
the advent of good young musicians it is 
capable of performance on its own. 
The Jazz Lab- Made up of _ beginning 
musicians, this small class has grown into a fa- 
vorite through the experimental instruction of 
music through a jazz and rock music medium. 
Members of this class are taught reading of 
music through the use of guitars, jazz flute, 
jazz clarinet, etc. This has been termed a very 
successful class by the director and students 
alike. The emphasis is on independent study 
with teacher aid.
